The Manufacture of Sewing and FJosi 


Silk. 


Twenty years ago the manufacture of 


silk goods in the United States was 
confined to so few firms and limited to 
such small amounts, that it was hardly 
to bo classed among the industries of 
the country. Since about I860 we have 
been brought into closer commercia' 
relations with China and Japan, anc 
other silk-producing countries of the 
world, which has given silk manufac- 
ture a powerful impetus. American 
manufacturers discovered that their 
goods could rival those of European 
production in quality as well as price, 
and consumers found it to their ad- 
vantage to patronize the home indus- 
try. 
Statistics could be given which 


would show the immense increase of 
American si)k stuffs and the corre- 
sponding decrease of imported silks, 
but as the purpose of this article is to 
describe the process of manufacturing, 
they- must be omitted. 


'1 ho raw silk is imported in bales, 


each containing twenty bundles or 
"books." These weigh from live to 
eight pounds each, and are made up of 
a number of skeins. They are broken 
open and the skeins assorted according 
to the fineness of liber; this is done en- 
tirely by touch and very rapidly. Or- 
dinary grades of silk contain three 
sizes; the liner qualities only two. The 
fiber is exceedingly line, translucent, 
of a white or yellow color, and very- 
tough. 


After the skeins are sorted they arc 


soaked for three hours in a tank of soap 
and hot water, to remove the natural 
gum and the adulterating substances 
which are added to increase the weight. 
This adulteration is sometimes equal 
to one-fourth of the entire weight. The 
silk is dried in a centrifugal drier with- 
out rinsing, as it is found that the pres- 
ence of a small quantity of soap facili- 
tates the handling of the material. 
It 


now goes to the reeling machine. Kuch 
of these contains thirty spools and reels. 
The skeins are placed upon the latter 
and rapidly spooled. Each machine

Thin-skinned persons catch cold most 


easily. Active exercise sots them into 
a perspiration, and the sudden check- 
ing of tho perspiration, when exercise 
ceases, causes a cold. Such persons 
may seldom have severe colds if they 
learn how to manage them, and per- 
haps they have less actual sickness- 
such as interferes with work or pleas- 
ure—than persons who do not take cold 
easily. 
Flesh brushing during the 


cooler months lessens the liability to 
catch cold. 
A flesh brush is much like 


an ordinary hair brush, only with a 
longer handle. I have scon a very 
good one made of a hair brush with a 
longer handle attached to it. Habit 
makes the use of a flesh brush on un- 
dressing for bed or on rising in the 
morning, a luxury and almost a ne- 
cessity for comfort. A brief vigorous 
rubbing of the skin promotes its healthy- 
activity and its ability to resist cold.

has a single attendant who, after long 
practice, shows wonderful dexterity in 
untangling and tying tho delicate fiber. 


I'o a casual observer, raw silk ap- 


pears to be regular and to possess a 
perfectly smooth surface; this is, how- 
ever, not tho case; it is uneven, and 
contains many scales and projecting 
lumps, which must be removed before 
tho silk can be twisted. This impor- 
tant process of cleaning consists sim- 
ply in running the fiber through a pair 
of sharp and nicely adjusted semicir- 
cular knives. It is now ready to be 
combined to form tho thread. Throe 
or more libers, tho number Taryin" 
with tho size of thread desired, are 
reeled together on a spool, which, in 
another machine, is rapidly revolved 
as tho silk is wound oft'; this process 
twists it loosely together. The opera- 
tion of combining and twisting is re- 
peated, and the thread is now made, 
though several processes aro still nec- 
essary to finish it. The first of these 
is stretching, an operation which elon- 
gates and tightens the twist, at tho 
same time squeezing out the soap 
which had been left till this stage. 
The stretching machine consists of u 
pair of largo, wooden rolls, placed over 
a tank of pure water. Tho silk is wet 
and reeled from one to the other. 


It now undergoes tho most delicate 


operation in the entire process of man- 
ufacture—that of dyeing. Those who 
delight in artistically combining the 
soft tints of floss silk into beautiful 
embroideries, little think of the won- 
derful skill and care which is necessary 
to produce those tints. Primary col- 
ors must be combined, the most deli- 
cate shades must be perfectly matched, 
and the faultless gradations of color, 
whieh blend so harmoniously in the 
same skein, must be most carefully 
chosen with reference to the general 
effect. 
Tho beautiful 
anilines 
are 


largely used, and the skeins of silk, 
hung upon long, wooden rods, are sus- 
pended in the hotdye. A largo amount 
of the liquid is next extracted in the 
centrifugal drier, and the remainder in 
tho drying-room. 
The dye contained 


in the thread makes it stiff and harsh, 
and to restore its natural softness ana 
pliability it must be "wrung." A 
sturdy operative hangs the skein upon 
a strong, projecting bar of ligmtmvi- 
lu:, inserts a similar bar, and twists the 
thread, turning it until all parts have 
been subjected to the strain. 


After picking out the loose bits it is 


wound on large spools, and is now 
ready for tho spooling room. 
The 


spool, already labeled by a method 
which will be described hereafter, is 
placed on a spindle, the thread wound 
on a few turns, and it is then set in 
rapid revolution. Ac the silk runs on 
the spool it passes through a guide in 
tho end of a gliding arm, which is 
moved regularly back and forth by a 
revolving screw; this screw has the 
same pitch as the tightly wound thread 
upon the spool, due allowance being 
made for the difference in speeds, and 
the silk is consequently run on with 
unfailing 
accuracy and"^ smoothness. 


>\ hen filled the spool is slopped and 
the thread cut and fastened. The en- 
tire operation takes but a few seconds. 
Tho spools are now weighed separately, 
and also in lots of one dozen, in order 
to correct any inaccuracy in amount. 
All that remains is to place them in 
neat paper bo\e», and they are ready 
for shipping. 


The larger part of tho spools used 


are labeled by stamping directly on 
their ends, in one or more colors. 
This, beside causing a large saving in 
expense over the paper label, insures 
the preservation of the label. 
Tte 


spools aro fed between a pair of inked 
metal rolls with reversed dies upon 
them, which print the design a sixty- 
fourth of an inch below the surface. 
When two colors aro used a second 
pair of rolls become necessary.—Scien- 
tific American.

n mortar was recommended as supe- 
rior to hair for the prevention of erack- 
ng and subsequent peeling off of 
rough casing under tho action of 
storms and frost. Some one by the 
name of Siehr says that his own house, 
exposed to prolonged storms on the 
leacoost, had pieces of mortar to be 
renewed each spring; and after trying, 
without effect, a number of substances 
o prevent it, ho found sawdust per- 
ectly satisfactory. It was first thor- 
ughly dried, and sifted through an 
rdinary grain sieve, to remove tho 
arger particles. 
Tho mortar was 


node by mixing one part of cement, 
wo of lime, two of sawdust, and live 
if sharp sand, the sawdust being first 
well mi\ed dry with the cement. 


THE bending of hard wood has liith- 
rto been effected by means of hot 
rater or stream—a process somewhat 
ostly as regards fuel, and taking a 
ong time. 
But, according to the 


icivnti/iti A'cum, an invention has re- 
cntly been brought forward in Ger- 
many, by MM. Haslie and Hoendel, for 
inking sieve-hoops and like objects by 
dry process, more cheaply and in 
norter time, from cut wood. In this 
rrangement two rollers nre used, one 
bove the other, and having less ve- 
ocity, so that it acts by holding back, 
rhilc the lower extends the wood 
bers. When the bonrd, thus bent, 
javcs the rollers, it is fastened in tho 
outh of the sieve. The upper roller 
fluted, the under one smooth; if two 


mooth rolleis 'were used, a much 
reater pressure would be necessary. 
IN Hungary and other countries of 
urope, alum-tanned leather, said to 


be equal to bark-tanned, is used to a 
considerable extent for harness. The 
process, it is said, may bo completed 
in twenty-four hours. Heavy ox or 
cow hides, fresh from the sluucjitor- 
house, are first well washed in salt and 
water to remove the blood, and then 
laid on the beam, ile«li-side up, and 
well scraped. The hide is then placed 
on a smaller beam, and tho hair re- 
moved with a sharp knife, after which 
it is placed in a tanning solution of 
salt and alum pulverized; tho hide is 
well sprinkled with this and rolled up, 
and, 
as the liquid oozes out, it is heat- 


ed and poured over tho hide. This 
process is continued for twenty-four 
hours, when the leather in ready to take 
the grease. 


A UALTIMOKK tea merchant is mak- 


ing the tour of tho South making in- 
vestigations in regard to tea culture. 
He thinks that Americans should not 
attempt to imitate China green tea, 
with its coloring and fancy twistiii", 
but confine themselves to curing the 
leaf so as to obtain tho best possible 
cup of tea without regard to appear- 
ance. Beside the work of 
twistin/', 


that of sorting the tea according to 
shape and size can, he thinks, be dis- 
pensed with to advantage, simplifying 
greatly the process ol preparation, and 
us greatly diminishing the cost. The 
cultivation of the tea-plant in Georgia, 
he declares from his experience of sev- 
eral years in China and Japan, is per- 
fectly practicable, and he oners one 
dollar a pound for all leaves shipped to 
his firm, the firm engaging to do the 
curing and preparation till the pro- 
ducers are fairly on their feet.

But it appears now 
that, upon the authority of the histori- 
an Kinglakc, the intention of Louis 
Napoleon was to call himself simply 
Napoleon, and that a printer's blunder 
wa» responsible for the change. Just 
before the coup d'etat a Minister of the 
Home Office, busy preparing provincial 
sentiment, wrote: "Quo le,motd'ordre 
soil Vive Napoleon!!!" Tho printer 
took the exclamations for "III," and 
so the proclamation went out, was 
copied by the press and incorporated 
in public speech. It was no time for 
sxplanations, and so the Nephew of his 
Uncle adopted the title. — Utua (N. Y )

Preparing Batter for Market. 


IT is not enough to make good but- 


ter, though too few are able to do this. 
It must be put up in a presentable 
shape for market, if not eaten at home 
by tho maker, and so that it will keep 
a reasonable length of time. Unless 
we are to resort to winter dairying 
generally, it must be packed so that it 
will keep sweet six months or a year. 
No doubt it could be kept in air-tight 
cans, if put up after the manner of pre- 
served fruit; but this style of package 
would be expensive, and increase the 
price of the butter to the consumer. 
Butter is sometimes put up in this way, 
we understand, by shippers, and sent 
to South America. But the business is 
a small one, and confined to one or two 
houses. No one has as yet manufact- 
ured and put up butter fresh from the 
churn for this purpose. 
It is not un- 


likely, however, that a market might 
be opened in this way for a considera- 
ble quantity of choice butter by some 
enterprising house who would assume 
the responsibility of finding a market 
for it in some of the Soutli American 
States. 


At tho late Convention of the Ameri- 


can Dairymen's Association, a new 
method of preparing butter for mar- 
ket, worthy of consideration, was pre- 
sented. It was to head up the butter 
in saturated brine. To do this, the 
churning must stop as soon as there 
are indications that the butter is about 
to separate from tho milk. Cold water 
must be poured into tho churn to re- 
duce the temperature to Sft or 54 dog. 
Then tho dasher must movu slowly, 
or the churn revolve slowly, as the 
case may be, until the butter is separ- 
ated from the milk, and is in pellets tho 
size of a shot to a pea. Being irreg- 
ular in shape and size, tho lumps will 
average about tho si/.o of wheat ker- 
nels. At this stage all agitation must 
cease, or the butter will collect into a 
mass, which must be avoided. Now 
draw oil' tho buttermilk, and pour in 
cold water enough to float tho butter. 
Stir or agitate it slightly, and draw off 
the water. Add more water, as bo- 
fore, and repeat the operation until tho 
water that runs off is clear. It is 
better if the last washing is done with 
saturated brine, raadc of pure salt and 
as clean as possible. Salt or brine used 
for this purpose may bo thrown on HIM

the butter, and on it enough clear, sat- 
urated brine to cover it. If there is 
not enough butter to iill the firkin, sot 
it in a cool, sweet place, until jou got 
enough butter in this way to make it 
full. 
Fill to the chime. Put in the 


head, having previously bored a hole 
in it. Tighten up the hoops. Pour in 
the holo enough brine to completely 
fill the firkin, so that it will not swash 
around, and drive in tho plug tight. 
If you do not want to send at once to 
market, put in a cool place and let it 
stand. Others may be filled in the 
same way, to any number. Examine 
the firkin frequently, by pulling out the 
plug, to see if the brine has soaked 
away. If it has, till up with brine. 
Keep it full. 


Butter put up in this way is said to 


keep for any length of time just as 
sweet and rosy as it was the day it was 
made. It is said that the butter is not 
affected even by a high temperature, 
and does not even pack together by 
getting warm. We should prefer to 
keep the temperature down, unless 
long experience had taught us that but- 
ter thus' put up in brine is not affect- 
ed by high temperature. When this 
butter is wanted lor use, open the fir- 
kin, 
ladle out or skim out what is 


wanted, work it a little so as to pock it 
together, and set it on the table, if the 
butter is preferred salt. If but slight- 
ly salted suits the taste bettor, partial- 
ly wash out the brine by using clean, 
cold water; i 1 wanted entirely fresh, 
wash it thoroughly. 
This must be 


done by pouring on water and stirring 
before working it together, so as to 
pack it. Thoroughly worked, scarcely 
a trace of salt will be perceived, and 
the butter will be fresh and rosy as when 
first put in the firkin. 


This method was strongly indorsed 


by several prominent dairymen, among 
them Prof. Arnold, at tho late Conven- 
tion of the American Dairymen's Asso- 
ciation at Ulica. It is novel, but it is 
reasonable, and is worthy of careful 
trial by our dairymen. It can be done 
in putting up butter for family use. 
The effect of the brine is to entirely 
exclude the air—and this, we suspect, 
is about all the secret there is about it. 
—American Dairyman.

—The number of square feet iu an 


acre is 43,560. In order to have this 
area the piece of laud must be of such 
a length and breadth that the two mul- 
tiplied together will produce the above 
number. Thus, an acre of land might 
be 4S,5(>0 feet long by one foot broad;

14,520 by three feet broad,

so on. If tho aero of land is to be ex- 
actly square, each side must bo as near- 
ly as possible 208 feet 5J inches. The 
nearest you can come to an exactly 
square acre with an even number of 
feet in the side, is to make it 220 feet 
long by 198 broad. 


—Labor-Saving Soap.—To two bars 


of common hard soap, or two quarts 
of lye soap (made of wood ashes), 
take two gallons of rain water, two 
and one-half pounds of sal soda, and 
one-half pound of rosin; pulverize tho 
rosin and dissolve it in tho water, with 
a gentle heat, then put in tho soda, and 
when it is dissolved, odd the soap; 
slice up tho bars, as it will dissolve 
sooner; simmer for halt an hour, and 
be careful not to let it boil too font, as 
it will run over everything, and cold 
water only makes it worse. This is 
tho best soap over used to take out 
stains; always scald tablecloths in boil- 
ing water before putting thorn in tho 
wash, then uso this soap and you will 
not fail to have the pride of a good 
housekeeper, white clothos.—Exchange. 


—A successful New York market 


gardener states that ho uses cotton 
cloth, at a cost of one-eighth that of 
glass, for more than three-fourths of 
his hot beds, and, although not so 
good for the earliest beds, it is pre- 
ferred for all later ones. It is prepared 
by making the cloth covers a few 
inches wider and 
longer than tho 


frame, hemmed and provided with 
small curtain rings fifteen inches apart 
around tho border, stoutly sowed on; 
and by hooking over nails the cloth is 
drawn air-tight over the frame. One 
quart of linsoed oil, one ounce of pul- 
verised sugar of load and four ounces 
of uulverixml rosin, aro heated, dis- 
solved and thoroughly mixed in an 
iron kettle, and one coat applied whilo 
hot to tho upper side of tlio cloth. This 
renders it tight and nearly transparent.

Remedy fur IlogH that Kill Sheep. 


Doos kill sheep by tearing open tho 


large veins of the neck and sucking tlio 
blood. When once they taste the blood 
they never can be broken of this trick. 
A single dog will sometimes kill sb«ep, 
but generally there are two—often a 
largo and a small dog. A sheep-kill- 
ing dog will teach others. Tho lirst 
time a dog kills a sheep he will suck 
the blood, and then eat some and be 
satisfied. 
Ho will soon learn to kill 


several, sucking the blood until he is 
full, eating no flesh the first night. 
Living on a good-sized farm close to a 
large German settlement, where they 
kept more dogs than sheep, generally 
having two or three hundred sheep on 
my farm, I was much exposed.
